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Detailed Action 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection is 
appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined application 
claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined application 
claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., 
In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re 
Van Omum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 
619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned 
with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the 
scope of a joint research agreement.

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Claims 1-14 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-1 1 of copending Application No. 
10/791,976. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because the '976 application claims every material limitation of the instant 
invention. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Kokx et al 
(US 3,706,31 l)(Hereinafter "Kokx"). 

Regarding claims 1,11 and 14, Kokx teaches a tampon (20) and a tampon applicator (15) 
in combination for expulsion of said tampon (20) into a vaginal cavity of a female user, 
comprising: 

said tampon applicator (1 5) comprising a tampon holder tube (15) and a plunger (17); 

said tampon holder tube (15) comprising a hollow interior portion, an interior surface, an 
exterior surface, a longitudinal axis, an outer perimeter, a first end dimensioned for insertion into 
said vaginal cavity, a second end positioned oppositely to said first end, an end expulsion force 
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increaser positioned at said first end of said tampon holder tube (15), comprising at least one side 
expulsion member positioned at said first end of said tampon holder tube (15), 

said tampon (20) comprising a fluid permeable bag (12) and absorbent material (11) 
loosely dispersed within said permeable bag (12), said tampon (20) being housed within said 
hollow interior portion of said tampon holder tube (15) in a pre-expelled position; and 

said plunger (17) being slidably mounted in said hollow interior portion of said tampon 
holder tube (15), said plunger (17) being adapted to expel said tampon (20) through said end 
expulsion force increaser (see marked figure 3, below).

Regarding claim 2, Kokx teaches a side expulsion member that has an internal dimension 
that increases to a deployed as the plunger expels the tampon (20) from the holder tube (15). 

Regarding claim 3, Kokx teaches a plurality of side expulsion zones (areas between 
longitudinally extending slits near first end). 

Regarding claims 4, 5 and 9, Kokx teaches that the end expulsion force increaser causes 
the tampon (20) to simultaneously shorten and expand because it resists forward movement of 
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the tampon (20) until it reaches a breaking point where tampon is forced forward by plunger 



Regarding claims 6-8, Kokx teaches multiple slots, voids or weakened areas at the first 
end of the tube (15). 

Regarding claim 10, Kokx teaches that the end expulsion force increaser in a curved 
projection. 

Regarding claims 12 and 13, Kokx teaches that the axis of the tampon reorients itself 
once it has been expelled (figure 7, below). 



Applicant's arguments filed 13 March 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., that Kokx 
teaches a tampon that spreads independent of contact by body fluids; that the outer tube and tip 
of Kokx do not produce the lateral expansion of the tampon as the end expulsion member and

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side expulsion member of the present invention do) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 
1993).
